"Ultralight  flying-the  ultimate 


In  1976  Mike  McSwain.  CCC  Electronics 
Instructor,  read  an  article  about  hang  gliding  and 
thought  that  he  would  like  to  try  it.  So  he  did. 
Then  he  taught  himself  to  tly  and  for  three  years 
thats  as  far  as  it  went  -  but  he  got  tired  of  it.  It  was 
a  lot  of  trouble  to  find  someone  to  go  with  you  to 
pick  you  up  in  a  car  at  some  distant  spot  and  he 
didn't  feel  like  he  got  to  spend  enough  time  in  the 
air. 

A  couple  of  years  later  he  bought  and  restored  an 
ultralight  aircraft,  actually  just  a  motorized  hang 
glider  and  once  again  taught  himself  to  fly  it.  "It 
wasn't  a  smart  thing  to  do,"  admits  Mike  now. 
"but  in  those  early  days  it  was  about  the  only 
alternative.  A  lot  of  people  got  killed  trying  to 
teach  themselves.  There  weren't  any  two  seat 
planes  available  for  instructors  to  fly  in." 

"An  ultralight  is  less  expensive  to  operate  and 
maintain  and  are  a  lot  more  fun  than  regular 
airplanes,"  says  Mike,  "and  are  not  as  restrictive 
as  to  where  you  can  fly.  You're  more  out  in  the 
open,  flying  lower,  slower  and  with  a  better  view 
and  better  response.  Besides,  I  like  to  chase 
rabbits  and  deer.  It's  an  undescribable  sensation  - 
it's  the  ultimate  freedom  -  no  stop  signs  -  no  speed 
limits." 

Mike  can  take  off  and  land  with  only  300-400  feet 
of  smooth  pasture,  which  he  frequently  does  from 
the  State  Line  Ultraport  on  221 A  at  the  North  and 
South  Carolina  state  line  just  south  of  Cliffside, 
N.C.  where  Mike  and  about  a  dozen  other 
ultralight  enthusiasts  store  their  aircraft  and  fly 
out  of  on  week-ends.  His  current  plane  is  feder- 
ally registered  as  an  experimental  aircraft  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  has  seats  for  two  people.  A  true 
ultralight  only  has  room  for  the  pilot.  He  now 
holds  his  private  pilot  license  (a  requirement  for 
flying  with  a  passenger). 

The  only  really  hair-raising  experience  was  when 
he  tlew  into  the  edge  of  a  thunderstorm  one  time. 
The  best  way  to  describe  his  feelings  about  that 
was  "out  of  control".  "It's  something  I'd  just  as 
soon  not  do  again, "  says  Mike. 

The  best  advice  Mike  gives  lo  people  interested  in 
ihis  sport  is  to  get  instruction,  "don't  do  as  I  did, 
ii  s  not  the  safest  way."

Jim  File  is  a  highly  motivated  biology  instructor  at  Cleveland 
Community  College.  But  that  is  not  where  his  talents  end.  Jim 
and  his  wife  Polly  like  crafts  and  craft  shows.  For  years  Jim  made 
crafts  of  all  kinds,  but  was  looking  to  do  something  a  little  more 
unique.  Unique  is  certainly  the  word  for  Jim's  current  passion  - 
woodcarving. 

At  a  craft  show  some  time  back,  Jim  saw  a  hand  carved  horse  and 


thought,  "I  can  do  that."  And  he  did.  "I  use  whatever  kind  of  tool  I 
think  might  do  the  job,"  Jim  explains,  "sometimes  I  use  a  router, 
sometimes  I  use  a  chisel.

"I  started  gaining  weigiit  in  the  early  seventies,"  says  Woody 
Glenn,  an  instructor  in  the  Business  Administration  program  at 
Cleveland  Community  College,  "and  tried  a  number  of  things  to 
help  me  control  it.

"During  the  summer  of  1990  a  group  of  musicians,  discussing  the  musical  talent  centered  around  this  area,  formed 
an  idea  of  having  an  orchestra  based  in  Shelby. 

The  potential  members  were  most  interested.  Now  we  needed  a  place  for  the  many  necessary  rehearsals.  Dr.  L. 
Steve  Thomburg,  president  of  Cleveland  Community  College,  was  approached  about  the  possibility  of  using 
College  facilities.  He  was  very  enthusiastic  despite  the  fact  that  he  felt  a  true  music  department  for  the  Colleae 
was  still  several  years  away.  A  rehearsal  area  was  found  by  Dr.  Dottie  Mclntyre,  associate  vice  president  of  " 
College  Relations,  and  our  first  practice  was  August  23,  1990.  We  were  asked  about  giving  a  concert  in  December 
1990,  but  felt  that  the  band  was  not  quite  ready.  On  January  10,  1991,  we  gave  our  first  performance,  a  very 
successful  concert.  A  number  of  dances  and  concerts  have  been  performed  since  then  and  we  have  several  more 
scheduled  in  the  coming  months.

The  leadership  that  he  has  provided  during  this  time  has  been 
truly  inspirational  to  the  students,  faculty  and  staff  and  everyone  is  looking  forward  to 
the  future  growth  of  our  college.

College  Transfer  Day 


On  February  7,  1991,  the  gymnasium  of  Cleveland  Community  College  was  the  site  for  "College 
Transfer  Day."  Representatives  from  North  and  South  Carolina  colleges  and  universities  were 
here  to  talk  with  students  interested  in  transferring  to  a  four-year  school.  Students  and  faculty 
were  given  the  opportunity  to  ask  questions  and  receive  information  about  courses  that  are 
transferrable  to  other  schools. 

Student  Services  hosted  this  event  which  was  coordinated  by  Carolinas'  Association  of  Collegiate 
Registrars  and  Admissions  Officers  (CACRAO). 


Some  students  had  more  fun  doing  their  research 
than  others  did. 


Students  seemed  well  prepared  with  questions, 
especially  about  curriculum. 
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On  March  18.  1991,  Cleveland  Community  Coilegehosted  the  Cleveland  County  kick-off  ot  the 
Tech  Prep  Program.  High  school  and  middle  school  teachers,  counselors,  and  principals  from 
throughout  Cleveland  County  along  with  area  business  and  civic  leaders  gathered  for  the  event. 

Dr.  M.  Douglas  James,  Superintendent  of  Richmond  County  (N.C.)  Schools,  and  a  member  of  the 
Tech  Prep  Steering  Committee,  was  the  keynote  speaker  for  the  kick-off.  Dr.  James,  who  initiated 
the  program  in  1986  in  Richmond  County,  explained  that  the  high  school  tech  prep  curriculum 
emphasizes  "advanced  communications,  mathematical,  scientific  and  technological  knowledge  and 
skill  development  coupled  with  appropriate  hands-on  expierences." 

Tech  prep  is  a  program  designed  to  serve  the  majority  of  high  school  students  who  take  part  in 
neither  college  prep  nor  vocational  tracks.  The  program  is  designed  to  work  similarly  to  traditional 
college  prep  programs. 

With  this  program,  students  who  have  an  interest  or  perhaps  an  aptitude  for  advanced  technical 
training  would  be  encouraged  to  enroll  in  a  program  to  prepare  them  for  more  advanced  training  at 
a  community  college  after  they  graduate  from  high  school.  This  program  would  require  a  very 
close  working  relationship  between  high  schools  and  local  community  colleges. 

Cleveland  Community  College  is  proud  to  be  at  the  forefront  of  this  exciting  new  concept.  We 
expect  to  help  high  school  students  make  a  smooth  transition  to  our  campus.
